The bee, he: stated, ex‘sts on 
the extracts of flowers, while the 
att depends on the extract of wood 
for its living. Similarly to the bee; 
ants have queens in thein swarms. 


Lectures Pending 


On becoming. fertilised the queen 
lays an average of 80,000 eggs 2 
day. The life of the ant, added 
Mr. Cowan, is about three weeks 


25 days of continuous working. 
Ants have been known to travel a 
distance ef 100 yards away from 
their colony, to which they sre 
able to return within 24 hours in 
the summer season, bat during 
the winter season it takes them 
twice as Iong owing to-the heavier 
atmosphere, therefore they are 
more noticeable in the moist sum- 
mer weather. They are not only 
the most defenceless of all insect 
pests, but also the most destrac- 
tive. 

On the arrival from. Australia 
of his specimens of white ents in 
their various stages of life, Mr. 
Cowan intends to give a reries of 
lectures on the subject and will 
also demonstrate his method of 
eradicating the insects by a° self- 
inoculation process. 


Many People Interested 


Should he receive the least en- 
couragement, Mr. Cowan intends 
to open his headquarters for South 
China in Heng Kong. He - has 
already interviewed the heads of 
several large property-owning ‘or- 
ganisations, and they all are in- 
tensely interested in his method, 
which, if it be as good as Mr. 
Cowan claims it to be, will no doubt 
be welcomed by .all property- 
owners, wharf companies and other 
firms concerned with wooden struc- 

Mr.. Cowan’s. method has satis- 
factorily been employed in many 
Government buildings and banks 
in Sydney, and is also well known 
in Newcastle. .
